Wright, who is president of the 
American Political Science Asso- 
ciation, spoke at a conference on 
atomic energy information for 
midwestern newspaper editors and 
reporters at the University of 
Minnesota. 

After summarizing the history 
of the thus far futile attempts to 
reach international agreement on 
atomic energy control, he painted 
a gloomy picture of prospects for 
reaching such agreement within 
the foreseeable future. He em- 
phasized, however, that in his 
opinion it is extremely important: 
to continue discussions on the 
subject in the, United Nations.

“The discussions should be kept 
alive in the hope that a funda- 
mental political change will occur 
in the Soviet Union,” he said. 
“If such a change does happen, 
the rest of the world must be 
ready to take advantage of it.”

Plant Seizure in Strikes Studied 
As Alternative to Injunctions) 


House Group Considers Plan Under Which 
U.S. Would Operate Struck Concerns 
Affecting Public Welfare.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22— The 
possibility of using Government 
seizure as an alternative to the 
use of injunctions in curbing 
strikes which threaten the public 
welfare is being studied by the 


House Labor Committee staff. 

Seizure powers were conferred 
on the President by wartime legis- 
lation which has lapsed. Under 
that authority, when a _ strike 
threatened to impede necessary 
production, the President could 
step in and seize the plant affect- 
ed. Wages and working condi- 
tions remained frozen during Gov- 
ernment operations. 

In most respects, however, seiz- 
ure was a-token, or gesture. The 
plant managers continued to op- 
erate the plant, nomi- 
nally they became agents of the 
United States Government. 

Different Plan Studied. 

The type of seizure now being 
considered in the House commit- 
tee would provide for actual Gov- 
ernment operation, with the Gov- 
ernment possibly’ sharing profits 
or losses while it remained in con- 
tro 


l. 

Such a law might be drafted by 
drawing on the experience of Vir- 
ginia, which for three years has 
had a statute for state seizure of 
public utilities if strikes should 
threaten the health or safety of 


Virginians. 

This statute is aimed at penal- 
izing both parties to a labor con- 
troversy in the utility industry 
through provisions which divert to 
the state 15 per cent of net reve- 
nues during any period of seizure, 
and which serve to bar any retro- 
active pay increases which might 
‘be obtained through collective bar- 
gaining. There has been no occa- 
sion to invoke the seizure pro- 
visions of the law since it has 
been on the books. 


_ Another Provision Studied. 
Another provision being studied 
by the House committee staff 
would seek to nullify state laws 
the closed shop or union 
shop in industries which affect 
interstate commerce, This would 
be done by setting up machinery 
for giving affirmative approval in 
industries which affect interstate 
commerce, to such labor contracts.

Would Pose New Question. 

If, however, new federal legis- 
lation should provide that in case 
of conflict between federal and} 
state legislation regarding the 
closed shop in industries which af- 
fect interstate commerce the fed- 
eral law should prevail, a new] 
question would be presented. + 

It would then be up te the Su-/| 
preme Court to resolve the con-|" 
flict in jurisdiction between the 
Federal Government which, under 
the Constitution, may regulate in- 
terstate commerce, and the states 
which, under the Constitution, 
have police powers on which some 
have relied in outlawing the closed 
shop. 

On the point of anti-Communist

To Repeal Poll Tax Law, 


The people of Arkansas at the November 
election approved of a constitutional amend- 
ment authorizing the Legislature to repeal 
the poll tax law and to establish a statewide 
registration system. This was an important 
step forward.to assure the ballot to all cit- 
izens and to wipe out the scandalous poll tax 
frauds. Of course, election frauds. will still 
be possible; honest registration clerks and 
election judges will be required to complete 
the reform. Otherwise, the tombstones could 
be registered and voted, even.as they have 
been in many a Northern city. 

As a companion piece to poll tax repeal, 
McMath expects his Legislature to enact an 
anti-lynching law. 

. “There's been no lynching in Arkansas 
in 21 -years,” McMath told the inter- 
viewer. “Nevertheless, it is a state re- 
sponsibility ‘and if we take care-of the 
problem ourselves, certainly it should 
lessen the agitation for federal inter- 
ference... 

“If the states will assume their re- 
sponsibilities,” McMath says, “then they 
can more adequately protect their state's — 
rights.”

uiang’s Tragedy 

As a desperate exercise of his cunning, Chiang 
Kai-shek’s announcement that he had gone “to 
sweep the tombs of his ancestors” was a failure. 
No doubt, he had hoped through this formalism 
to avoid outright abdication. The remaining lead- 
ers of the tottering Chinese Nationalist govern- 
ment saw through the subterfuge. Under their 
pressure, he did quit. 

His language, however, also had an interest 
deeper than any duplicity It was meant to.con- 
ceal. It pointed up the sharp contrast between 
the present low state of officialdom in China 
and the high ideals of Confucianism, which was 


the source of Chiang’s phrase and for many cen-. 


turies the bulwark of humane government in his 
ancient land. Confucius stressed devotion to 
the welfare of all the people. A good ruler, he 
said, “takes as much trouble to discover what is 
right as lesser men take to discover what will 
pay.” 

The straying of Chiang’s Kuomintang from 
that principle is one of the tragedies of our time. 
Yet on the record, Chiang started out in the 
path of patriotism and progress. Indeed, his 
name became so closely associated with reform 
and the hope for a new era that for a long time 
he was the one figure who could rally millions 
of his countrymen into something like effective 
unity. Thus, the essence of the man’s tragedy 
is less in what he did than in what he failed 
to do for China. 

Chiang began under the sun-banner of Dr. 
Sun Yat-sen. He became one of the most able 
soldiers in the revolutionary armies of 1912 
which put an end to 300 years of Manchu mis- 
rule. The change in his career came in 1927 
when he turned in bloody fashion on the Rus- 
sian Communists whose aid the Kuomintang had 
accepted against the war lords of intrenched re- 
action. By now, the world is more familiar with 
‘the Communist pattern of infiltration, so Chiang 
can hardly be blamed for recognizing it earlier 
than most. But in opposing Communism, Chiang 
abandoned the major objectives of Sun Yat-sen. 
From an instrument of national liberation, he 
turned the Kuomintang into the instrumentality 
of a police state. , 

He married Mei-ling Soong and formed his 
alliance with the wealthiest families in China as 
well as with foreign banking interests. He took 
their side against that of the Chinese masses. 
Still, he made strides toward China's unification. 


Then in 1931 the Japanese struck for the first 
time. More concerned about the Communists, 
Chiang refused to fight the invaders. China 
was not ready for a war, he said. So the Japa- 
nese took Manchuria and made it-the industrial 
base for their coming war for the Co-Prosperity 
Sphere. Even though “the young marshal,” 
Chang Hsueh-liang, kidnaped Chiang in 1936 to 
wrest from him a promise to emulate the Chi- 


‘ nese Communists in resisting the Japanese, the 


Generalissimo did little. 

Finally, Japan involved itself in World War 
II. Automatically, Chiang was praised as a hero 
of the democratic cause. But American aid was 
just one more source of graft for his corrupt 
following. “Vinegar Joe” Stilwell spoke bluntly 
in those days.

Chiang’s failure offers one lesson for the fu- 
ture. It is that Commanist totalitarianism can- 
not be checkell by a totalitarian defense of the 
status qguo. Social and political advances cannot 
be turned back in the name of protection against 
dictatorship. 

Communism makes mighty promises which 
it does not fulfill. It can be tepulsed only by a 
dynamic democracy which makes reasonable 

and keeps them. Had Chiang intro- 
duced sensible reforms 20 years ago, Commu- 
nist appeals would have had much less fascina- 
tion. 

This is a lesson that needs to be kept in mind 
these days, and not only where China is con- 
cerned.

Senator Douglas’ Important Jobs 

A check of committee assignments in the new 

Congress shows that Paul H. Douglas fares ex- 
ceptionally well for a freshman Senator. Where- 
as beginning members are almost invariably as- 
signed to at least one minor committee and often 
to two unimportant ones, the new Illinois Sena- 
tor has been placed on two important commit- 
tees—Labor and Public Welfare and Banking 
and Currency. 
' Between them, these two committees will han- 
dle much of the important legislation of the 
current session. The work of the Banking and 
Currency Committee is evident from its name. 
That on Labor and Public Welfare passes on not 
only labor bills, but also all those dealing with 
education, health and- veterans affairs. 

Paul Douglas is rarely equipped for the work 
of these committees. A professional educator, 
he has been an economist at the University of 
Chicago for nearly 30 years. He has been a suc- 
cessful student and adjuster of labor disputes. 
He is a combat veteran of World War I with a 
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against cold and hunger to survive a winter that 
is only beginning to turn on its most frigid 
blasts.”

A year ago, the Navajos were in 
a plight so pitiful that the entire nation became 
aroused. 

Something is radically out of joint when 
American Indians suffer serious privation at a 
time when food and clothing and funds are be- 
ing sent generously to Europe to succor our for- 
mer enemies. The Office of Indian Affairs ought 
to get on the job or,quit. If it has outlived its 
usefulness, let it say so and retire from the field.

® Perhaps the most outstanding effort for con- 
ciliation of differences at the last UN session 
was that of Dr. Juan de Bramuzglia, able For- 
eign Minister of Argentina.

We don’t call them 
that—we cal] them bosses. But the differ- 
ence ig not great. 

In machine-ridden cities and states, the 
boss governs for the people, just as much as 
Hitler did, or Stalin does. To get rid of 
the seven civic sins we have got to re- 
establish real democracy at home, in every 
American city and state. We must govern 
—we, the people—not the bosses. 


Liberty Begins’ at Home. 

It will not be done unless somebody does 
it. And it will not be done by sneering at 
reformers. But it will be done if each citi- 
zen will spend only a little of his time at 
his citisenship—the more the better, of 
course, but a little, And not only at elec- 
tion day but every day.

NW December 1946 the Soviet Minister of Foreign Affairs, Molotov, 
arrived in Berlin on his way back to Moscow from a bitter wrangle 
with the West at the United Nations and in the Council of Foreign 
Ministers, The long-suppresged conflict between the Soviet Union 
and the Atlantic community had for the first time been brought 


into the open. 


That was, of course, no surprise to us on the Soviet side. For us, 
the so-called “cold war” was already nearly two years old. 


Molotoy addressed a restricted 
meeting of the higher S.M.A,. (So- 
viet Military Administration) per- 
sonnel, and was in a belligerent 
mood. 

He conveyed the following ideas:

The Soviet leaders do not con- 
sider the United States as a na- 
tion. According to them, the Unit- 
ed States is an agglomeration of 
the misfits and rejects of other 
nations. Hence the hope that at 
one hard blow it will collapse, like 
a house of cards. 

I thought bitterly to myself that 
such simplified and warped views 
about a great democracy would 
only come into the heads of nar- 
row-minded specimens of the So- 
viet “leader” type. 

If my compatriots in the room 
responded in the depths of their 
inner beings to the same shiver 
of foreboding which Molotov's 
words sent through me they hid 
their feelings. 

Political propaganda violence 
against western democracies was 
mounting, even before this meet- 
ing, but after this it became even 
more open, coarse, and intensive. 

First Battleground. 


As a direct result of this meet- 
ing and on Molotov’s instruc- 
tions, Shesteryakov, the Soviet 
Donsul-General in Berlin, entrust- 
ed me and several others with the 
task of obtaining as much infor- 
mation as possible concerning con- 
ditions in the western zone. 

Domination of Europe and the 
subsequent communization of its 
many nations and peoples is the 
deciding factor of world power— 
Task One of the Politburo’s world 
program. So long as a non-Com- 
munist Germany barred the way 
westward the Communist dream 
of world domination was impos- 
sible of fulfillment. 

Now the aftermath of the war,

In the circumstances Mr. Da- 
vidson might better have omitted 
the wife altogether. This or- 
ganic weakness, then, is one of 
the real failures of the book. 
Minor irritations are caused by 
an occasional straining for orig- 
inality in figures of speech. For 
example: “Her sweet little elfin 
sinews.” Only a man who habit- 
ually. carries a magnifying glass 
could regard that as a handsome 
compliment.

MERICAN participation in 
A: North Atlantic Defense 
Pact now is in the process 
of negotiation. This is not ae- 
ceptance. of Clarence Streit’s 
“Union Now” plan—but it is a 
lot closer to such acceptance 
than very many people dreamed 
possible 10 years ago, when the 
“Streit Plan” first was pro- 
posed. ! 
And it is this movement of 
history toward the position 
staked out so long ago by the 
former New York Times foreign 
correspondent which prompts 
publication, again, of his pro- 
posal for a federal union of free, 
democratic nations. This time, 
Streit has added five new chap- 
ters, bringing up new arguments 
in favor of his idee fixe. 


Among other things, in these 
chapters, Streit recognizes with 
a nod other writers who have 
considered the practical difficul. 
ties which follow men’s emo- 
tional attachment to unlimited 
national sovereignty. Since the 
end of World War II something 
like a literature of these prob- 
ings has sprung up, including 
Every Reves's “The Anatomy of 
Peace,” Cord Meyer Jr.’ ““Peace 
or Anarchy,” and the writings 
of such men as Former Justice 
Owen J. Roberts of the United 
States Supreme Court and Hli 
Culbertson, the bridge expert. 

The remarkable thing about 
this literature, however, aside 
from its general agreement on 
the subject of national sov- 
ereignty, is its lack of agreement 
as to desirable and practical 
remedies. Streit would make 
freedom the test of nations 
which should be allowed to sur- 
render their sovereignty to the 
new community of men. Others 
would ask only that nations be 
willing to surrender their power 
to make war. Still others would 
pool all anti-Communist re- 
sources, with little further at- 
tention to ideology.

Streit’s anguish at this cau- 
tious approach is painfully evi- 
dent. Of modern statesmen 0 
foreign affairs, he says: “Their 
habit is to tackle momentous 
matters as a mouse tackles a 
piece of cheese—beginning with 
a nibble, and when that proves 
too little, but seems safe, tal® 
ing another cautious nibble, and 
another .. . until the trap 
springs shut.” So might .men 
have talked in ancient Greece— 
if the Greeks had mousetraps— 
in the days when a union of 
city-states was proposed. But 
Greek statesmanship clung to 
the ancient rectitude of s0v- 
ereignty, accepting alliances 
with a prudent. caution that 
Streit, at least, can scarcely be 
expected to admire, buried as it

HESE two books present 
Langston Hughes as Negro 
poet and anthologer. “One- 

Way Ticket,” his sixth volume 

of verse, is in the passionate, 

keenly sensitive style that blend- 
ed comedy and tragedy in such 
earlier collections as “Shake- 
speare in Harlem” and “The 

Weary Blues.” 

Some of the lines have an im- 
pact that is no less strong be- 
cause it happens to be quietly 
expressed. For example, after 
Roland Hayes was beaten in 
Georgia in 1942, Hughes wrote: 


Negroes, 

Sweet and docile, 

Meek, humble and kind: 
Beware the day 

They change their minds! 


Wind 

In the cotton fields, 
Gentle breeze: 
Beware the hour 

It uproots trees! 


The anthology, with which 
Hughes was helped by Arna 
Bontemps, author of “Black 
Thunder” and “God Sends Sun- 
day,” is the most extensive col- 
lection of verse by Negroes yet 
printed. The hundred or more 
represented include James Wel- 
don Johnson, ,Paul Lawrence 
Dunbar, William Stanley Braith.

Beginning the Story of the Colorful Career of the 
Late Eleanor (Cissy) Patterson, Daughter of Wealth, 
Social Dictator and Sharp-Tongued Publisher 


By Jack McPhaul 


This is the first in a series of 
articles on the late Eleanor 
(Cissy) Ratterson. 
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OSEPH MEDILL limited him- 
Jeni to one cigar a week. He 

never drank hard ‘iquor. He 
argued that the working man was 
poor because he consorted with 
John Barleycorn. The red-whis- 
kered founder of the Chicago 
Tribune fortune undoubtedly 
would have been shaken all the 
way down to his congress gaiters 
had he lived to see his grand- 
daughter, Eleanor (Cissy) Patter- 
son, serve champagne to the re- 
rorters on her Washington news- 
paper on nights when a big story 
was breaking. 


In his own day, Medill's women 
folks endeavored to teach him 
what one should do with wealth, 
and succeeding generations raised 
higher the luxury ladder.  Ulti- 
mately Granddaughter Cissy took 
over the top rung and her inno- 
vations in the technique of spend- 
ing money really put to shame the 
modest ambitions of her Vic- 
torian ancestors. 

Farm” boy, printer, lawyer, self- 
educated ifter a village school 
term, Medill hit the financial jack- 
pot with the Chicago Tribune dur- 
ing the years from 1855 to 1899. 
He was elected mayor after the 
great fire of 1871. He had run on 
the “fireproof” ticket. He built a 
$100,000 brownstone mansion at 
the northeast corner of Cass and 
Ontario streets, a sturdy, com- 
fortable home. Historians record 
that the always soberly-garbed 
publisher protested his wife’s in- 
vestments in oil paintings, statu- 
ary and other items he considered 
folderol. 

One story has it that Medill 
met his bride-to-be, Catharine Pat- 
rick, when she enrolled as a pupil 
during his brief school teaching 
period. Another biographer says 
he first encountered her setting 
type for her father’s newspaper in 
Ohio. They were the parents of 
three daughters, Elinor, Katharine 
and Josephine. The latter ‘died at 
an early age. The girls grew up 
in a Chicago that was, according 
to sophisticates elsewhere, a crude 
frontier town best identified by 
the aroma from the stockyards. 
Oscar Wilde appeared and society 
paid to hear the poet cry in hor- 
ror: “Your city is positively too 
dreary.”

HE Medill daughters were dis- 

patched to other parts to pre- 

pare for womanhood. Elinor 
attended Miss Porter’s finishing 
school, Farmington, Conn. and 
Miss Valette’s school, Paris. Kath- 
arine, also a finishing school prod- 
uct, in .later years voiced fond 
recollections of the era when U. S. 
Grant was President and she was 
a White House guest. 


Before it became the “Gold 
Coast,” the near North Side was 
known as “McCormickville” be- 
cause of the many members of 
that clan in residence. Marriage 
linked the Medills to the McCor- 
micks. Katharine became the 
bride of Robert Sanderson Mc- 
Cormick, a nephew of Cyrus Hall 
McCormick, the “reaper King.” 

Elinor took the Medill name 
into a family headed by a distin- 
guished Presbyterian clergyman. 
Her husband, Robert Wilson Pat- 
terson Jr., who went from Tribune 
reporter to chief editor, was the 
son of the Rev. Robert W. Patter- 
son, first pastor of Chicago's Sec- 
ond Presbyterian Church. 

Enmities born of the Civil War 
lurked in the background at both 
marriage ceremonies. Cyrus Hall 
McCormick, anti-war, had had the 
Democratic Times as a rival to 
Medill’s Republican Tribune. No 
help to friendship was Medill’s re- 
peated charge that Cyrus had 
swiped from an impoverished in- 
ventor one of the vital gadgets for 
the harvesting machine. Cyrus 
also had been involved in a split 
in the Presbyterian Church ranks. 
He sided with the Old School 
group sympathetic to’the South. 
The Rev. Dr. Patterson was allied 
with the New School, pro-Northern 
and opposed to slavery. One re- 
sult of this schism was the found- 


ing of the McCormick Theological 


Seminary, 
funds. 


Cyrus providing the 
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ATHERINE McCORMICK’S 
K children were Medill, later 

‘United States Senator from 
Illinois, and Robert Rutherford, 
present publisher of the Chicago 
Tribune. Elinor Patterson became 
the mother of Joseph M. and Elea- 
nor. Joseph was a Tribune re- 
porter before entering politics for 
a fling with Socialism, later an 
editor of the Tribune and after- 
ward publisher of the New York 
Daily News. The daughter Elea- 


nor came to be known as “Cissy.” 


Just as their mother had done 
for them, the Medill sisters found 
fashionable. schools outside Chi- 
cago for their youngsters. Most 
widely traveled was Robert R, 
McCormick. In England he at- 
tended preparatory school. Later 
he studied at Groton, where he 
had been one form ahead of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. Subse- 
quently Robert attended Yale, as 
did Joseph Medill Patterson, also 
a Groton boy, and Medill McCor- 
mick. When she was 14, Cissy 
Patterson took off for a three- 
year stay at Miss Hersey’s finish- 
ing school in Boston. Paths of the 
Medill sisters parted, but a kind

ties, Eleanor (Cissy) Patterson

She became known as ‘The Bat- 
thing Countess of Newspaper Row." 
Until her death last July, she kept 
the capital on the anxious seat with 
her sharp tonque and her revelations 
of the sins and secrets of eminent 
personages. In many respects her 
turbulent career is unmatched by 
that of any woman in the past half- 
century. 

In death she continues to churn 
up excitement. Her daughter, Coun- 
tess Felicia Gizycka, is suing to

The question as to who will get 
one fourth of this nest egg is a 
vital issue in current litigation 
over Eleanor Medill Patterson’s 
estate. 
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HE basis of Cissy’s personal 
T fortune, estimated at $20,000,- 
000, was started her way when 
she was 10. In a codicil to his will 
dated August, 1894, Joseph Medill 
left 10 shares of Tribune stock and 
$12,000 to her. But that was only a 
drop in the bucket. When Cissy 
died last July she had close to a 
$9,000,000 interest in the Tribune. 
Widower Medill established a 
trust consisting of his controlling 
interest in the Tribune, 1050 
shares, with his daughters, Elinor 
and Katharine, as beneficiaries. 
After their death the trust was to 
be divided among their heirs as 
named by will, or among their 
heirs-in-law. Medill died in 1899 
leaving an estate of approximately 
$4,500,000. The 1050 shares were 
valued at $2,500,000. Today their 
value is in excess of $37,000,000. 
Mrs. Katherine Medill McCor- 
mick died in 1932. Her: will dis- 
posed of an estate af just $100,000. 
There was no mention of her 
525 Tribune shares. At that period 
a single share was valued at 
$26,800. Lawyers explained that 
one-half the income from the 525 
shares would go to a son, Col. 
Robert R. McCormick, present 
Tribune publisher, and the other 
half to the three children of the 
elder son, Medill, who died in 
1925. After the death of the sur- 
viving Medill daughter, it was ex- 
plained, the principal would be 
divided in the same proportion.

lish the New York Daily News, 
and Cissy, who could thank her 
grandfather and his trust fund for 
her ability to purchase the Wash- 
ington Times-Herald. 
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N 1932 the children of the sis- 


ters united to keep the Medill 
holdings in the family. The Mc- 


Cormick-Patterson trust was es- 


tablished with 20 shares of ‘Trib- 
une stock owned by Joseph M. 
Patterson and Robert R. McCor- 


mick. The 20 shares were a gift.

Robert. 
In 1933, following the death of 
urvi 
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ed by his sister, Cissy. Her death 
brought another change. The 
ownership report of the Tribune, 
published in October, reveals that 
the present trustees are Col. Mc- 
Cormick, Mrs. Mary King Patter- 
son, widow of Joseph M.' Patter- 
son, and two officials of the New 
York News. 


Cissy Patterson’s 1946 will, now 
under fire by her daughter, Coun- 
tess Felicia Gizycka, placed her 
trust share in her residuary es- 
tate, most of which was left to 
charity. An earnest hunt is on 
for a copy of a memorandum 
Cissy is alleged to have written 
following a quarrel with Col. Mc- 
Cormick last May over changes 
she wanted in the New York 
News. In that memo, Cissy is re- 
ported to have stated her inten- 
tion of changing her will. The 
presumption is she planned to 
name certain heirs to her share 
in the McCormick-Patterson trust. 

No matter how the pending court 
fight ends, the mischievous Cissy 
will have achieved a dent in the 
Medill-McCormick-Patterson for- 
tress. Should the court rule that 
Mrs. Patterson died without mak- 
ing a valid will, her daughter, 
Countess Felicia, would automat- 
ically inherit her mother’s one~ 
quarter interest in the controlling 
stock of the Tribune. In a tech- 
nical sense that would leave the 
stock within the “family,” but 
there is no visible evidence that 
the daughter of a Russian-Polish 
count and no-foreign-alliances Mc- 
Cormick have anything in com- 
mon except the Joe Medill blood 
strain.

N the event Felicia is defeated 

and the court awards the Wash- 

ington Times-Herald to the sev- 
en employes Cissy named in her 
will, they would be the first outsid- 
ers to benefit from the by-products 
of Joseph Medill’s wealth.

A Visit to Clark 


National Forest 
By Leonard Hall 


Reet om vm I had the pleasure of joining Lyle Watts, chief 


of the United States Forest Service, and a small party on 

a trip through the Clark National Forest. The group 
included Chester Davis of the Federal Reserve Bank, Regional 
Forester Jay 
Milwaukee, and Byron Gros- 
beck, supervisor of the Clark 
Forest, who was our guide 
for the trip. Our purpose 
was to survey briefly for 
Chester Davis, who has a 
deep and enlightened inter- 
est in all the natural re- 
sources of this nation, the 
extent, present condition and 
future potentiality of our 
Missouri timber lands. We 
foregathered at Possum Trot 
as a conven “jumping 
off” place-/but/ before we 
start out, I'd like to sketch 
briefly the Missouri forest 
situation. 

Within the Ozark high- 
land and its border counties 
lie 15,000,000 acres of land 
suited to no other purpose 

' , than growing trees. In 40 
mountain counties the forest. covers 50 to 85 per cent of the 
land surface; and in the 14 border counties an average of 
86 per cent. 

Ninety per cent of this forest land ‘is privately owned; 
about 1,500,000 acres lies in the National Forests; and something 
less than 300,000 acres is under state ownership. ‘Four million 
acres in the Ozarks constitutes the pirtfe range. This is classed 
@s somewhat more valuable, than oak land because pine is in 
shorter supply nationally. It also grows faster, thereby yielding 
@ higher per-acre income during the years. 

eR? 

Much of the pine range is today in mixed stands; 
some needs drastic measures of improvement where 
scrub is starving out pine production; some needs re- 
seeding where lumbermen have stripped it without 
leaving even one seed-tree per acre to start natural 
reproduction. With twice the acreage, oak is at least 
equal to pine as a Missouri resource, but has long 
suffered the same ruthless exploitation.

@ MORE THAN 12,000,000 ACRES of Missouri timber are 
still being so badly over-cut, over-grazed and burned that they 
Produce less than one third of their potential yield’ in lumber 
or dollar income. Only the lands owned by state and federal 
governments, plus a limited acreage in the hands of progressive 
private operators, are being scientifically managed for sound, 
maximum sustained yield. | 

“This means that 40 Ozark counties are today practically 
without income from 50 to 85 per cent of the land within 
their boundaries; from potential wages to timber workers which 
would be spent in those counties—and taxes from timber 
production and forest products, It means that many of these 
counties are not self-sustaining and that Missourians elsewhere 
are today being taxed to support them.

@ WITH THIS PICTURE IN MIND, let's start from Possum 
Trot west into the Clark Forest. We pick up the Salem 
District Ranger and his assistant at East End and head for 
the old “Sligo Cuttings,” classic example in Missouri of forest 
land misuse. Here thousands of acres were “charcoaled off” 
many years ago to operate the old Sligo iron smeltery. 

Miles of narrow-gauge tramways were built across the hills 
for the long haul back to the smeltery. Charcoaling took the 
last tree, and after it was stripped, a big cattle-grazing operation 
was attempted on this land. Gradually the cattle starved out 
as ‘the thin soil eroded from the hills. 

_ Today the land grows a scanty stand of black jack which 
cannot draw enough nutrients from the soil to mature, so 


that after a few years it rots off and falls to the ground. 


Through this slow process of fertilization, for the fallen trees 
gradually build up humus and available plant food, another 
generation or two may see real timber growing once again 
in the Sligo Cuttings.

@ SOUTHWARD THROUGH BUNKER WE FOUND better 
conditions, with selective timber sales and stand improvement 
_ going forward in the National Forest, some good mixed stands 
of young pine and scarlet oak, and other areas of pine repro- 
duction alone. We also saw, however, small private operators 
using trees from privately owned lands, where everything is 
taken down to the log which will saw out into a single eight- 
foot four-by-four. , 

_ Over on Highway 19, just south of the Dent-Shahnon 
county line, there is a different story. Here the largest single 
white oak stand in the Middle West is being operated under 
expert forestry management for the production of white oak 
barrel staves. Nearly 90,000 acres are in this tract and today 
the primary problems are fire protection and the fact that 
the timber ‘is maturing too rapidly for most economical use. 

“Nevertheless it is encouraging to see the larger railroad 
tieand stave manufacturers leading the way in good forest

@ BUT IT WAS DOWN IN THE IRISH WILDERNESS south 
of Winona that we saw perhaps the most interesting sight 
of the whole trip. Harold Nigren, the district ranger, had 
brought along his big coffee pot and we- made a small fire 
beside a forest pond and had our lunch in the open. Shortly 
thereafter we met the Doniphan ranger and turned aside into 
a stand of young pine. : 

‘Here the trees stood thick, the natural means by which 
pine produces a long, straight stem. But now they'd closed 
in at the top and growth had practically stopped. Here a 
carefully planned harvest is being taken. It includes perhaps 
no more than two saw logs to the acre, 25 trees suitable for 
small telephone poles, and 100 of fence-post size. 

Thus opened up, the remaining 600 or so trees per acre 
can start to grow again, and in another 10 years will produce 
angther planned harvest. Finally some 250 pines per acre will 
be ‘left to mature into great saw-logs, while the reproduction 
of young trees starts again.

.RODE the Burlington. With- 

out regard for my personal 

safety, I boarded the Burling- 
ton and rode all the way to Han- 
nibal and back. I wanted to find 
out for myself and my readers 
what life is really like on this 
streamlined juggernaut. 

I wanted to find out what lay 
behind that recent barrage of 
letters to the editor, charging the 
line with everything from at- 
tempted mayhem to misconduct in 
office. 

A ride on the Burlington, some 
of the letters had implied, is the 
equivalent of a trip into the Rus- 
sian Zone of Berlin. The coaches, 
they said, are more crowded than 
a Lindell bus at 5 p.m. on a rainy 
day, and the train personnel em- 
bodies all the courtesy, consider- 
ation and general courtliness of 


‘the Scraggs family in the Li’l Ab- 


ner comic strip. 

One man wrote of having to 
ride in the baggage car with a 
goose, a crate of rabbits and a 
corpse. While a person would be 
in no actual danger from any, or 
all, of the three, the combination 
is one to prey on a man’s mind, 

Another wrote of being hurtled 
across the countryside in an old 
fashioned coach which threatened 
at any moment to leap the tracks 
and fling itself, ih a spirit of pure 
devilment, into the Mississippi 
river. Passengers and all. 

Another wrote of pitched battles 
with the train crew because the 
crew was possessed of some old- 
fashioned and narrow - minded 
ideas about people not befng al- 
lowed to ride in the parlor car 
because they didn’t have parlor 
car tickets. 

On the whole the prospect was 
not inviting when I went to 
Union Station to catch the 8:45 
to Burlington, Ia. Determined to 
give my readers a factual story, 
regardless of discomfort or dan- 
ger, I didn’t board the train im- 
mediately. I hung around until 
time for it to leave; if I had to 
ride the baggage car I would ride 
the baggage car, corpses or no. 

The Burlington Zephyr turned 
out to be a neat, modern stream- 
lined job, a little smaller than 
most trains, with an engine and 
three cars all in gleaming stain- 
less steel. It is, I later learned, 
an articulated train. In other 
words, the whole train was built 
as a unit, and you can’t add to or 
subtract cars from it. The first 
section, a combination Deisel cab 
and baggage car, is called, some- 
what fetchingly, the Injun Joe. 
The next, a baggage car, is called 
Becky Thatcher. The third, a com- 
bination coach and diner, is called 
Huckleberry Finn. The last car is 
a combination coach and parlor 
car and the first person to guess 
its name will be awarded the Bur- 
lington railroad and a weekend 
in Hannibal. 

There were no crowds around 
the gate or the train. A conductor 
stood by the open door of the 
last car. I started to ask the way 
to the baggage car, but before I 
could do so he asked me where 
I was going. I told him I had a 
ticket to Hannibal. “This way,” 
he said, indicating the door to 
the coach. I went in, but I wasn’t

There were 13 peo- 
ple in the coach, which seats 40. 
The other coach had about the 
same number of people, and the 
parlor car was about three-fourths 
filled.

Louis to Burlington every day, 
come rain or snow, some 450 
miles. It leaves St. Louis at 8:45

Burlington takes the Zephyr off 


during the holidays and uses it 
on lines where they have com- 
petition. It’s true they did take 
if off for several days at Christ- 
mas, but they did it so they could 
substitute a steam train, the com- 
pany explained, and thereby add 
more cars to take care of the 
Christmag rush. 

“We go along for days,” the 
ticket agent said, “with no busi- 
ness at all, Then they all seem 
to get the idea, of going some 
place at the same time. And when 
they don’t get a seat they start 
squawking.” 

Most of the squawking seems to 
come from people who go back 
and forth to Hannibal, and after 
most of a day spent there we've

FTER a rainy afternoon in the 
Hannibal station it’s a relief to 
get on any train, even the bag- 
gage coach with corpses. I had 
been told that the ride to St. Louis 
was usually more crowded than 
the ride north, so once again I 
was braced for the baggage car. 
But once again I found myself in 
the coach with six other passen- 
gers. Most of them seemed to be 
regular passengers who lived at 
towns along the line. They ex- 
changed greetings with the con- 
ductor and one another, inquired 
about friends and relatives and 
chatted about the weather.

Been 
working on the line for years, and 
never seen a goose yet. 

“Tt’s real clean and nice in 
there,” he said in an injured tone. 
“You won't find a nicer baggage 
car anywhere. 

“Passengers do ride the baggage 
car. It’s not uncommon on week- 
ends,” he said, “but most of the 
time the train’s just about as 
crowded as it is now.” 

I asked about the charge that 
people couldn’t sit down in vacant 
seats in the parlor car.’ The Bur- 
lington, he pointed out, is no dif- 
ferent from any other railroad in 
that it sort of expects people to 
buy a first-class ticket and a par- 
lor car reservation if they want 
to sit in the parlor car. 

As for the claim that the crew 
refused to sell parlor car tickets 
to standees, its like this: At Bur- 
lington the parlor car tickets are 
allotted, so many to each station. 
You can’t sell a seat that’s been 
allotted to, say, Louisiana, Mo., 
until after you’ve passed Louisi- 
ana and found out whether or not 
it’s. been sold to someone there. 
And whenever it’s found there are 
any seats unsold, the conductor 
said, they are sold to the standees. 

We pulled into St. Louis at 10:10 
p.m., which was right on sched- 
ule. It was as unexciting a trip 
as I'd had in years. No standing 
up, no baggage car, no corpses, no 
fights with the conductor, no 
nothing. I’d been cheated and I 
called up Ralph Budd to tell him 


so. 

I didn’t get Ralph Budd, but I 
got a vice president in charge of 
telephone calls from passengers, 
and told him things were being 
misrepresented on his railroad. He 
said he couldn’t understand it, but 
that if I'd try again on a week- 
end, or wait until] next Christmas 
maybe things would be a little 
livelier.

HE DIRECTORS and friends 
of the St. Louis Symphony 


Orchestra are, at the moment [i 


engaged in their annual chore 
of raising a maintenance fund 
for the 1949-1950 season. The term 
maintenance fund Means exactly 
what it says. Without it the orch- 
estra couldn’t exist since the 
money realized directly through 
the sale of tickets @oesn’t pay 
the cost of producing concerts. 

Symphonic music has. always 
needed a subsidy. Indeed art mu- 
sic of any kind and in all of its 
‘phases has never been subjected 
to the wnhindered operations of 
supply and demand, In the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries 
private orchestras were main- 
tained by royal and noble patrons 
who also monopolized their serv- 
ices. Even after public perform- 
ances became general and mu- 
sical promoters entered the field, 
the high born patron of the arts 
continyed to bestow his, generosity 
on musicians and musical, institt- 
tions. Gradually the privilege of 
the king became’ the recognized 
function of the state; opera and 
symphony -in most continental 
European centers receive impor- 
tant appropriations from either 
the municipal or the national gov- 
ernment.

I 
got a job to help out. I had hoped 
for a family but this was finan- 
cially impossible.

Their mother mar- 
ried , but never let up on 
us. The children we never even 
saw. That year my husband in- 
herited a tho dollars. We 
bought a tiny house, worked on 
it until it wag a little dream house. 
It was then his ex-wife started 
her campaign of persecution. 
She harrassed both of us at work 
with phone calls, wrote letters, 
lied about us to the neighbors. 

I collapsed under the strain, 
lost my job. We also lost home 
and furnishings. We left the 
locality to get beyond his 
woman's malice. She didi sud- 
denly. A friend wrote us and we 
returned home, We are now fi- 
nancially well off, own our own 
home and business. But now my 
husband’s daughter has fearned 
of this and she has started the 
persecution where her mother let 
off. Once again we are being 
hounded with phone .calls and 
letters and the entire nightmare 
is being revived. My husband says 
we should ignore her. I feel we 
should see her and find out what 
she 1s after, money or revenge. 
Perhaps she is mentally deranged. 
If so she should be helped. I am 
now 36. There is still a chance for 
a family and some happiness, but 
not under circumstances like 
these. Are we going to have to 
leave again? What can we do?

The route of the military convoy 
for the Berlin collection of Euro- 
pean masterpieces of painting, 
from Union Station .to City Art 
Museum, has beén announced by 
Chief of Police Jeremiah O'Con- 
nell. Further security Measures 
Were planned at a conference of 


O’Connell, Col. S. Katsarsky of 
the Missouri military district, and jc 
Perry T. Rathboné, director of the 
museum, 

The convoy will proceed north 
in Highteenth street, west in Olive 
street and Lirdell boulevard to 
Jefferson Memorial and then will 
turn south into Forest Park 
toward the museum. A speed of 
15 miles an hour will be in- 
tained over the’ full route.’ The 
works are scheduled to arrive at 
8:05 a.m. on Jan. 

Guarding the paintings on the 
trip will be a motorcycle escort, 
detective cruisers and two squad 
cars to be furnished by the city 
police department; 100 members 
jot the Missouri National Guard, 


55 soldiers and two officers of the 
Army. 


butting the exhibition plain- 
clothes men from the detective 
bureau will circulate among 
museum throngs to guard against 
theft or damage. Ten city police- 
men will be stationed at the 
museum to assist the military 
police in directing gallery visitors. 

Many of the 95 paintings in the 
collection, valued at a total of 
$50,000,000, are extremely fragile, 
it was pointed out by Rathbone.

MUCH OIL AND FEW 
CROPS BOOST LIVING 
COSTS IN VENEZUELA 


Few Citizens Like to Farm, 
So Most Goods Must Be 
Imported for Nation. 


By E. L. ALMEN 

CARACAS, Jan. 22 (AP) There's 
virtually no inflation in Venezuela 
but a pound of butter sells for 
$1.50 and you can buy apples for 

15 to 30 cents apiece. 

The economic phenomenon is 
due to petroleum. There is a lot 
of it in Venezuela. More than a 
million barrels are produced daily 
—and the accumualtion of re- 
serves is keeping pace with pro- 
duction. 

Petroleum has been called “black 
gold.” It has made Venezuela’s 
Government fabulously rich and 
indirectly raised the cost of living 
to the highest in the hemisphere 
if not in the world. 

Relatively few of Venezuela’s 
4,000,000 citizens want to farm, 
despite the high price of food- 
stuffs. Working for an oil com- 
pany at $8 or $10 a day looks to 
them like a better proposition. 

So the vast agricultural potential 
lies undeveloped and some of the 
most common foodstuffs come 
from abroad. 

A “nickel” bar of candy sells for 
30 cents. It takes $2.10 to buy a 
pound of cooked ham, $1.20 to get 
a dozen small oranges, the same 
amount for a dozen eggs, 30 cents 
for a pound loaf of bread. 
Manufactured articles, virtually 
all of whic: come from abroad, 
are sky-high by the time they get 
to the consumer. The Government 
takes a cut in the form of high 
import duties and the importer 
and retailer make markups of 50 
to 200 per cent or even more. 
Government officials and many 
serious minded Venezuelans in 
private life long have seen the 
need for more emphasis on nation- 
al production. An effort to do 
something about it is being made 
by the Venezuelan Basic Economy 
Corp., set up by a group of United 
States and Venezuelan capitalists

‘Explains Stand 


On Zoning Bill 


Out of a meeting of the Board 
of Directors of The St. Louis Real 
Estate Board late last week came 
& pronouncement concerning ‘the 
board’s stand on the proposed new 
zoning code, which is scheduled 
for public hearing soon. The pro- 
nouncement follows: 

“The St. Louis Real Estate 
Board is, and has always been 
vitally interested in proper zoning, 
and is therefore concerned about 
the proposed rezoning ordinance 
recently approved by the City Plan 
Commission, in preparation of 
which representatives of the Real 
Estate Board collaborated with a 
Zoning Committee of the Plan 
Commission. 

“Zoning involves the division of 
land into districts having different 
regulations for the height, area 
and use of buildings, and*the use 
of land, and the density of popula- 
tion. Such regulations are designed 
to provide for the health, safety, 
comfort and convenience of the 
community, and should encourage 
the most appropriate use of land 
throughemt the area. It must, how- 
ever, be “reasonable, and not dis- 
criminatory or confiscatory. 

“Zoning must also be practical 
and not operate against the de- 
velopment and expansion of in- 
dustry in the community, ‘which is 
the basis of the economic welfare 
of the City and its citizens.

A Hillside to 
His Advantage 


Over in the gravel strewn hills 
of southern Indiana, just above 
the Ohio river, a fellow lived about 
40 years ago who built, for him- 
self, a house to conform to the 
hillside (yes, he did) with the 
floors tilted from down here up 
to there. There’s a much more 
practical way to do it, ~

“In support of this contention, 
the board maintains that some of 
these proposed uses attempt to 
force a change to a status not ex- 
isting: That districts in which 
there is a medley of single family 
and multiple dwellings, stores and 
factories, should not be zoned to 
preclude the erection of any build- 
ing other than multiple dwellings, 
as is the case in some instances 
under the restrictions proposed in 
the rezoning measure.

ROME, Jan. 22 (AP)—The sands 
are running out for the last of 
Sicily’s big bad men. 

Inexorably, like a tide gnawing 
at a sandy shore, police are re- 
ducing the area of Salvatore Giu- 
liano’s “Free State of Siculi,” the 
mountainous country around Mon- 
telepre where he has ruled for 
three years. 

In the last few months, several 
of Giuliano’s top lieutenants have 
fallen before police guns or landed 
behind bars. His mother, father 
and two sisters, along with the 
wives of many of his followers, 
are in jail. ss ) 

On more than one recent occa- 
sion, Giuliano himself was near 
capture. There is evidence at least 
some of his followers are fleeing 
to safer climes. Early last month, 
police quietly surrounded Montel- 
epre, “capital” of Giullano’s moun- 
tain domain, and captured Giv- 
seppe Bdalamenti, one of his top- 
level aids. Police also picked up 
Giuliano’s father and 10 others in 
whose homes they found arms or 
explosives. 

But if the dragon’s sphere of 
action is being steadily crimped, 
there is enough sting left in his 
tail that police tread warily in 
his rugged fastnesses.

Salvatore Giuliano, a §swart 
handsome* youngster (he is now 
26) took to the hills in 1943 after 
killing a policeman who sought 
to confiscate his wagonload of 
black market wheat.

Then he organized a mass 
escape of 14 convicted bandits 
from Monreale jail near Palermo 
and made this the nucleus of a 
powerful band. To clinch his con- 
trol of the rugged country behind 
Palermo he “liquidated” a _ rival 
band and laid the bodies of six of 
its members before a police sta- 
tion.

with dutomatic weapons, and 
regularly fought off or escaped 
police and soldiers—numbering, in 
one drive, more than 1000—sent 
after him.
